‘Meet  Leadership  Challenge’  - Dyer

“Meet  the  great  challenge  of 
leadership,”  was  the  admonition 
given  to  every  young  Latter-day 
Saint  at  Wednesday’s  devotional 
assembly. 

Elder  Alvin  R.  Dyer,  assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  'Twelve  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  was  guest 
speaker. 

“The  destiny  of  God’s  work  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  youth  today. 
It  is  up  to  you  to  fill  the  pur- 
pose -of  your  earth-life  existence 
by  adhering  to  the  principles  of 
Christ. 

“Keep  yourselves  unspotted 
from  the  contaminations  of  the 
world.”  This,  he  said,  would  en- 
sure development  of  true  leader- 
ship of  the  Church. 

Elder  Dyer  urged  students  to 
consider  their  birth  a noble  her- 
itage. “Suppose  you  were  yet 
waiting  to  be  born.  Chances  are 
one  in  four  you’ll  be  born  col- 
ored, one  in  20  you’ll  be  born  in 
America,  and  one  in  four  you’ll 
be  born  a Christian.” 

He  explained  that  the  birth  of 


each  person  in  life  is  based  on 
their  pre-existent  worthiness, 
and  according  to  the  Apostle 
Paul,  men  are  foreordained  to 
the  purpose  of  God.  “Being  born 
today,”  he  added,  “You  may  have 
one  chance  in  2,000  of  being  born 
a Latter-day  Saint.” 

Directing  his  remarks  to  the 
youth  of  the  Church,  Elder  Dyer 
told  students  to  “hold  onto  their 
dreams.” 

He  warned  that  in  the  growth 
of  young  to  old,  people  often  fail 
to  realize  their  ambitions.  “If 
you  are  to  meet  the  challenge, 
hold  fast  to  opportunities  provid- 
ed by  your  rich  heritage. 


Do  not  forget  your  lofty  as- 
pirations.” 

“This  so-called  ‘Age  of  Fear’ 
need  not  disturb  you.  Avoid  car- 
nal attitudes  and  keep  yourselves 
unspotted  from  the  contamina- 
tions of  the  world.  School  your- 
selves in  “little”  things  and  avoid 
the  sordid,  that  takes  the  “spark- 
le” from  living.” 

He  pointed  out  that  14,000  new 
leaders  are  needed  in  the  Church 
this  year.  “There  is  leadership 
unlimited,”  he  said. 

“Meet  this  challenge  with  true 
courage  and  faith.  We  are  the 
children  of  Destiny.  Let  us  go 
forward  with  full  courage  to 
meet  it.”

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Gato  ‘Captain’ 
Sees  Top  Year

Bob  Bunker,  the  likeable  and 
successful  frosh  basketball  coach 
of  Brigham  Young  University, 
has  compiled  an  outstanding  rec- 
ord during  his  playing  and  coach- 
ing days. 

An  outstanding  athlete  in  his 
playing  days.  Bob  began  his  ath- 
letic career  at  Granite  High 
School  in  Salt  Lake  City  under 
“Cec”  Baker,  ^\dio  is  now  head 
chief  at  Utah  State  University 
Bob  was  all-state  in  both  foot- 
ball and  basketball  while  playing 
on  state  championship  teams. 

At  Utah  State,  he  lettered  in 
football  three  years  and  basket- 
ball two  years.  Bob  was  all-con- 
ference end  while  he  was  cap- 
tain of  the  1936  conference  foot- 
ball champions.  He  also  starred 
with  the  Aggie  conference  bas- 
ketball champions  in  1936-37. 

Moving  into  coaching  ranks. 
Coach  Bunker  spent  three  years 
at  South  Cache  High  as  head 
football  coach  and  assistant  bas- 
ketball coach.  (Head  basketball 
coach  was  Conley  Watts.) 

In  1940,  Bob  entered  the  armed 
forces,  serving  just  short  of  six 
years  in  the  U.S.  Army.  While 
serving  in  the  European  Theatre 
of  Operation  commanding  an  an- 
ti-aircraft battery,  Captain  Bun- 
ker won  four  battle  stars. 

Returning  to  civilian  life 
1945,  Bob  resumed  his  coaching 
with  Preston  High  in  Idaho.  At 
Preston,  he  had  two  district 
football  champions,  one  state  bas- 
ketball champion  and  one  state 
runnerup.  He  also  guided  three 
district  track  champions. 

In  1949  he  came  to  BYU  with 
Coach  Chick  Atkinson  as  assist- 
ant football  coach,  serving  in  that 
capacity  until  1951,  when  he  was 
made  assistant  basketball  and 
freshman  football  coach.  In  1955 
Coach  Bunker  became  Coach 
Stan  Watt’s  assistant,  with  full- 
time devoted  to  basketball  and 
physical  education  insruction. 

In  the  last  two  years.  Bunker’ 
frosh  basketball  teams  have  lost 
only  two  games  out  of  24,  one  by 
one  point,  and  the  other  by  two.
